WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—President 
Roosevelt directly charged in the 
Senate today with using influence 
for the election of Republican Mormon 
candidates in the recent election in 
Idaho and Utah.

ROLLA, Mo., Dec. 13.—The large busi- 
building at Eighth and (Pine 
streets, occupied by Schuman _ Bros, 
Mercantile Co. and Minium & = Spil- 
inan’s hardware and harness store, and 
the store building belonging to Mrs. D. 
W. Malcom, with all their contents, 
were destroyed by fire at 2:30 this morn- 
ing. The 2 School of Mines students, 
together with the citizens, put ladders 
against the National Bank Building, ad- 
joiaing, climbed .to the roof, braving 
smoke and flames, passed hundreds of 
buckets of water to the top, and saved 
the bank structure. 

Schuman Bros.’ lumber yard was also 
destroyed and several other buildings 
were damaged. The fire is thought to 
have originated in an attempt of robbers 
to blow the Schuman Bros. safe. 

Citizens were awakened by an ex- 
plosion which jarred every house in the 
city. This was followed by flames, 
which burst from the iwo buildings. 
There were four explosions in all. 

The building in which Schuman Bros. 
have their store is the property of A. 
S. Long, and it is estimated that their 
loss is at least $20,000, with $9000 insur- 
ance. 

The other losses are estimated as fol- 
lows: Schuman bBbros., stock and lum- 
ber vard, invoiced at $32,000, insured for 
$17,500: Miniumi & Spilman, hardware 
stock, $10,000, insured for $5500; Mrs. 
Malcom’s building, $09, insured for 
$2000.

SHE REPORTS SUICIDE 





Husband Who Sought Refuge 
From Shrewish Tongue 
Turns Against Her. 





PARIS, Dec. 13.—A crime 
committed near Ramboillet which in its 
tragic horror and simplicity of evil mo- 
tives needs the pen of a Zola to de- 


scribe. 

An old man of 76 named Bellanger 
was murdered by his own daughter be- 
cause she was tired of keeping him. 

Bellanger was a wheelwright. His 
murderess is the youngest and was the 
favorite of his seven children, all of 
whom are earning their own living in 
different parts of the country. This 
@aughter, Dugenie, married a man 
named Faudoire a few years ago, and 
old Bellanger took his son-in-law into 
partnership and lived with the young 
‘cowie. 

The family was comfortably off, trade 
was good and the old man had a little 
income of $60 a year. But as he grew 
old his sight got weaker, and about a 
year ago he gave up work, considering 
that his daughter, who had always 
lived with him, might well support him 
for the last few years of his life. She 
thought otherwise, and the poor old 
™Man was grudged every spoonful of 
food, lived in an outhouse, and was 
told by his daughter daily that she 
wished he were dead. 

Husband Filed From Wife. 
He took to drink, and not unfrequent- 


ly his son-in-law would go and drink 
with him so as to avoid his wife's rasp- 
ing tongue. The old man and the young 
one often came home in a state of in- 
toxication, and when this happened 
Faudoire would sleep in his father-in- 
jlaw’s outhouse so as to avoid a scene 
with his wife. The scene came next 
day, however, and last week there were 
several. Kugenie Faudoire, declaring 
that her father had led her husband 
astray, that the work was suffering in 
consequence, and that old Bellanger, 
whether he liked it or not, must leave 
their home. 

The next night Faudoire came home 
completely drunk and slept in the out- 
house as usual. At 6 o'clock a. m.., 
while the old man was still asleep, the 
young one went to see the Mayor, told 
him that his wife had made up her 
mind to turn her father out of doors, 
and asked for his assistance. 

The Mayor promised to give old Bel- 
Janger som easy work In his garden and 
@ room to live in, and accompanied Fau- 
doire home to tel! the wife that he would 
take charge of her father. On the road 
the two men met Eugenie Faudotre, 
who told them that old Bellanger had 
hanged himself. 

Murder Evidence Found. 

All three went into the outhouse to- 
gether and found Bellanger lying on the 
fround dead. His face was purple, and 
round his neck was a broken rope. 

Eugenie Faudoire pointed to a screw 
in a beam on the ceiling, and said: ‘He 
hanged himself from that, and the rope 
must have broken.’’ The Mayor, not be- 
lieving this story, sent for a doctor, 
who found that old Bellanger had first 
been stunned with a maliet or a ham- 
mer, and then strangled. There were 
signs of a struggle in the room, there 
Was a wound on the back of the old 
man’s head. and round his neck were 
the marks of fingers. 

Bugenie Faudoire had evidently at- 
tacked her father from behind, stunned 
him, and strangled him. She had then 
hung the body from the beam, and the 
cord had broken. 

She denies -.verything and declares 
that her father committed suicide. But 
her husband has sworn before a Magis- 
trate that the night before he saw in 
his wife’s hand the card which was aft- 
erwards found round old Bellanger’s 
neck. 

Both Faudoire and‘ his wife have been 
arrested and are in Rambouillet Jail.

northeast blizzard was raging late In 
the day little Alfred Gomez lay dying 
on Eagle Island, 14 miles out at sea. 
The small chap’s father and mother, 
the only persons besides himself on the 
island, felt that if he could have a phy- 
sician, perhaps, his life might be saved. | 
Between them and the mainland there 
fell a blinding snow, swept by the icy 
nor’easter, but, moved by love for his 
§-year-old boy, Antonio Gomez, the fa- 
ther. determined to get to Portland 
and bring back a doctor, no matter 
what the hazard. 

Gomez is a frail little man, a Span- 
iard. and for many years has been care- 
taker of the home on Eagle Island of 
Commander Peary, the arctic naviga- 
tor. A small motor boat is used to 
connect with the mainland, and in this 
Gomez set out on the stormy sea. The 
tiny craft mounted high on a giant bil- 
low and was lost to view in the foam 
and snow. 

Gomez was hardly out of sight of 
the flag that floated over his cabin, 
Union down, as a signal of distress, 
when his engine became disabled. 
Forced back by the gale and huge 
waves, the motor boat struck a reef, 
capsized and Gomez was thrown into 
the sea. 

The boat was smashed into kin- 
dling wood, and the shipwrecked 
man’s onlv howe lay in getting back to 
the island. He was washed on the 
beach, where he lay, exhausted and 
numb, covered with icy spray.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13.—One  hun- 
dred and twenty more American teach- 
ers be needed in the Philippines 
for the nexrxt school year. Advices to 
this effect were received at the Bureau 
of Insular Affairs from the Board of 
Education in the Philippines. The Di- 
rector of Education, who has just 
reached the United States from Manila, 
will devote much of his time to the 
work of selecting these teachers. Fitty 
of them will be appointed at entrance 
salaries of $1° a year and the remain 

der at somewhat smaller salaries 

The duties of these teachers are to a 
great extent supervisory and it has been 
found tliat education and character 
count even more than former experience 
in teaching. Appointees to the positions 
will be selected from those passing the 
civil service examinations and will go to 
islands under two-year contracts, 
alticugh the majority of those going 
over in previous years have remained 
in the service for a longer time.

CHURCH CRISIS IN FRANCE. 

The present very grave crisis in the religious life 
of France is the outcome of the vote for the separa- 
tion of church and state by the Senate Dec, 6, 1905. 
That vote showed 181 for and 102 against the pro- 





posed measure. 
The Government took immediate steps to enforce 


the new law, but the evident unpopularity of harsh 
measures in carrying it into effect has caused de- 
lay. A large number of France’s most intellectual 
men, including Francois Coppee, Pierre Loti and 
other idealists left their libraries to head the mobs 
which gathered in protest of what seemed to them 
the grossest sacrilege. 

On the other hand, such exponents of realism as 
Zola went to the other extreme in their attempts 
to make the church odious and hasten the work ot 
disestablishment. Zola’s novel, ““lruth,”* published 
shortly before his death, is a special plea, written 
with vitriolic spirit, against ecclesiasticism, pictur- 
ing cltarchmen in the darkest colors, It doubtless 
contribut@largely to the present issue. 

Under the law which the Government is attempt- 
ing to enforce, the church authorities, as such, will 
not be free to administer the church properties, 
which will be controlled by “association cultuelles,” 
or corporations of worship, partly laymen and part- 
iv ecclesiastics. The Government claims that, under 
the regulations, it will be possible for the church 
to come into direct possession of the church prop- 
erties, but the bishops and priests deny this. It is 
the belief that the new order will mean church 
control by laymen, many of whom maybe enemies 
to religion, that is at the bottom of the crisis. 

In its broader aspect, as a dispute between the 
Papal See and the French Government, the question 
of disestablishment has become a political one. The 
Vatican claims that the concordat, or bi-latcra: 
contract signed by the respective heads of the 
French nation and the Catnolic Church has been

NEW YORK, Dec. 13.—The managers 
of the six-day bicycle race at Madison 
Square Garden closed their ticket of- 
fices at 9 o’clock last night because no 
more men and women could be jammed 
into the place, and crowds fought vain- 
ly to get in, while the police forced 
them back. Hours before the admission 
had been raised to a dollar, but instead 
of stopping them it seemed to attract 
the multitude. Ticket speculators sold 
out their stock at $3 each. 

One of the worst spills of the race 


occurred at 7:25 o'clock. Ten of the 13 
The 


riders went down in a smashup. 
spill came after a mad sprint in which 


Fogler was prominent. 

Eddie Root was picking up his part- 
ner, Fogler, when the latter’s wheel was 
run into by Matt Downey. In a sec- 
ond there was a crash and the thousands 
of people who had remained in the gar- 
den during the night saw 10 of the rid- 
ers scattered over the track. The po- 
lice and spectators jumped on the 
track and helped to pick up the fallen 
and stunned riders. 

Vanoni of the French-Italian team 
was thrown over the protecting fence 
into one of the boxes. He sustained 
painful injuries, including a gash on his 
thigh, and Hollister of the Salt Lake 
City team was said to be suffering from 
a possible fracture of the skull. 

The race was suspended for quite a 
while. and the injured men were carried 
to their quarters. In the meantime a 
corps of carpenters hurried to repair 
the track, which = ripped and torn 
or fully twenty yards.

His part- 
ner, Moran, relieved him immediately, 
but the “‘pick-up’’ was a bad one. At 
that, however, Moran tncreased Down- 
ey’s lead to three-quarters of a lap. 
Then just as he seemed bound to catch 
up with the trailers and take the lead 
in the race Wiley fell in front of the 
judges’ stand, carrying Clark and Emil 
Georget with him. All three were bad- 
ly bruised, especially Georget. 

To Wiley’s credit, however, be {ft gaid, 
that he started the falling mass with 
no malicious intent. He was in the 
center of a group that closed in on 
him.

These remon- 
strances, it is poss'ble, have come only 
from persons who live on the streets 
which the promoters want to use, but 
they have been overwhelming in num- 
ber ard strength. 

“In favor of the bill there has been 
only the unsupported plea of the pro- 
moters. i read in the newsvapers ythat 
the residents in De Hodiamont at a 
public meeting have passed resolutions 
in favor of the measure, but no such 
resolutions have reached the Railroad 
Committee. Unless a very decided de- 
mand for the bill is plainly shown to 
the Rallroad Committee I shall oppose a 
favorable report on the *measure. My 
private opinion is that the promoters 
of the measure have practically given 
up hope of obtaining the franchise.”’ 

Protests against the elevated railroad 
are still coming to the committee. At 
a meeting of the Carondelet Business 
Men’s Association, held last Tues@ay, 
the following re solution was adopted. 

‘Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
meeting. that this association place it- 
self upon record as being unalterably 
opposed to the construction of any ele- 
vated railroad in Carondelet, and we 
furthermore oppose the construction of 
an elevated road in the city of St. Louis 
as being unsightly, destructive to prop- 
erty values and thoroughly impractica- 
ble as to present needs.’

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 13.—During the 
last few months reports have been cur- 
rent and have been given publicity in 
the press of Europe, the United States 
and Mexico to the effect that negotia- 
tions were pending by which the Gov- 
ernment was to secure control of the 
Mexican Central Railway as a conse- 
quence of the readjustment of . the 
finances of that corporation. 


It ia true that the negotiations of this: 


nature have been in progress for some 
time past, and it may added that 
they have been broken off. on three sep- 
arate occasions owing to the refusal of 
the Mexican Government to enter into 
the deal, except on certain defined 
lines. 

The Mexican Herald authoritatively 
announces that the completed operation 
is much larger and more comprehensive 
than the mere readjustment of the 
finances of the Mexican Central Rail- 
road in such form as to give the Mexi- 
can Government control of. that prop- 
erty, but that it involves the merger 
and consolidation of the Meican Ceén- 
tral and the Natjonal.lines of Mexico, 
which, if‘'the, deal goes through, . will 
become the property. of a single: new 
company which will be’ Mexican and 
have its headquarters in. Mexico, and in 
which the Mexican “Government. owns 
an absolute majority of shares, which 
it is said will be in the neighborhood 
of $225,000,000 gold. 

T'wo Classes of Bonds. 

The new company will issue two 
classes of bonds, prior lien bonds and 
sécond mortgage bonds. According to 
the projected scheme, ‘the Mexican 
Government will guarantee the’inter- 
est and a sinking fund on.the second 
mortgage only. The. net earnings of 
the Mexican Central and Mexican Na- 
tional at the present times are suf- 
ficient to meet the liability. ‘A syndi- 
cate, including such firms as Speyer 
&°Co.; Kuhn, Loeb & Co.; Ladenburg, 
Thalman & Co.; Hallgarter & Co., New 
York, and other banking houses of 
London, Paris and Berlin, has been 
@rganized to buy the bonds of the 
company at a given figure and then 
offer them in exchange to the holders 
of the present securities of the Mexi- 
ean Central and Mexican National. 

The new comnany will have its main 
Board of Directors in Mexico City, but 
will also have a local board in New 
York City, and of the latter it is 
stated that H. Clay Pierce of St. Louis 
qwill be chairman.

Mrs. Cottle was overjoyed when in- 
formed by her attorney, James Shaner, 
that the grand jury had failed to indict 
her, and that she was free to leave the 
Jail, but there was a look of disappoint- 
ment on her face when she walked into 
the Jail office and found no one there 
to greet her. 

Met Daughters on Street, 

Early in the afternoon her two daugh- 

ters viesited her, and they were told 
that it was probable that she would be 
released during the evening. They prom- 
ised to be on hand, but at 5 o’clock, the 
hour of Mrs. Cottle’s release. the two 
young women were still some blocks 
from the Jail. It was by chance that 
they met their mother. Then they ac- 
companied her to their-home. 
“At the Cottle home Thursday morn- 
ing Mrs. Cottle denied herself to all call- 
ers. A_ Post-Dispatch reporter was met 
at the door by one of the younger boys, 
who declated that’His: mother’ was not 
at home, and that he did not know 
where she could ‘be found. The boy 
called his elder sister. Both of the girls 
came to*the door. The elder said that 
it would be impossible to see her moth- 
er. : 

“We wish to have this affair’ forgotten 
as speedily as possible,’’ said the elder 
girl. ‘‘We will try to forget it. Every- 
thing is all right here. We were all 
glad to see mother released because we 
knew that she was not guilty of the 
charge against her. She will remain 
right here and be the same as she al- 
Ways been. My sister and myself met 
her and accompanied her home. We did 
not get to the Jail in time because we 
did not know the exact hour at which 
she would be released. Mother has noth- 
ing to say.”’ 

When Mrs. Cottle entered the Jail she 
was broken in mind and body. When 
she left it she was in good spirits, her 
eye was bright and her step was firm. 
To Mrs. Mary Dawson, the Jailer’s 
wife, she said that she attributed her 
g00d health to the kind treatment she 
received while a prisoner and the furth- 
er fact that, knowing that she was inno- 
cent, she expected to be released as 
soon as the. grand jury had investigated 
the death of Luster. 

Being In Jail Not Unpleasant. 

When ‘she shook*hands' with Mrs. 





Dawson, the assistant.matron, and the 
Jail guards after her release, Mrs. Cot- 
tle said: si 

“You: have all been verv kind to me 
and I ‘thank: you from the bottom of 





my heart. I hayesyénjoved your com- 
pany very much, an@ Mrs. Dawson, I 
shall return»to visit you. Being in Jail, 
aside from being a prisoner charged 
with a grave crime, is-not what I had 
pictured it before I came here. I learned 
to like'the people and I want to count 
them ‘among my friends in the future. 

Mrs. Cottle. snent her time wiille In 

Jail reading books. and chatting with 
Mrs. Dawson .and;.the Jail guards. 
Everything possible. was done to make 
it nleasant for her and to relieve her 
mind of the strain upon it. Her daugh- 
ters were permitted to be with her one 
hour each day. Every few days they 
brought her clean clothing and took 
away her soiled linen, so that when she 
received word that she was free to leave 
the Jail there was but a small bundle 
of her personal belongings to be car- 
ried away. ; 
Mrs. Cottle was accused of implication 
in the shovting of Albert H._ Luster, 
who died in the City Hosfpital a few 
davs after being wounded. Luster was 
shot in the back on the afternoon of 
Nov. & at a lonely spot near Union ave- 
nue and Bircher road while keeping an 
appointment with Mrs. Cottle. 

That she met him Mrs. Cottle did not 
deny, but she protested that she did not 
know who shot him. Her strange ac- 
tions, however, followine the wounding 
of the,man brought suspicion on her. 
She walked away when she saw him 
totter and fall on Union avenue, and 
when she returned home said nothing 
about the shooting, although she in- 
sisted that her husband knew that she 
had an appointment with Luster. This 
the husband denied and her arrest fol- 
lowed.

Possibilities of Wealth Increase 
as the Depths Are 
Explored. 
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GOLDFIELD, Nev., Dec. 11.—Goldfield 
has struck a steady boorn, writes the 
Goldfield correspondent of the Philadel- 
phia Record. There is no longer any 
uncertainty as to its future. It is to- 
day the principal camp in Nevada, and 
hose who constitute its picturesque 
and bustling population claim that it 
is the greatest gold camp the world has 
ever known, exceeding all that Cali- 
fornia ever had to offer in the palmy 
days of ‘49. The streets certainly look 
it. They are full of people, 
whose one great—almost sole—subject, 
is the sale of mining stocks. Business 
places are crowded, but business can- 
not keep stride with the demands made 
upon it, so rapid has been the growth 
of. the town. Goldfield has only one 
railroad and that a poor one, and it 
must walt the advent of others before 
it can strike true gait of settled 
growth. 

Meanwhile the possibilities of the 


wealth, which is its reason for existence. 
grow as the process of mining explores 
the underlying depths. It has been dis- 
covered that the ore values increase the 
deener down from the original findings 
shatts are sunk. Recently a _ leaser 
Struck the vreatest values yet ata 
depth of 430 feet. where a ledge showed 
a width of five feet and assayed $838 to 
the ton. A year ago stocks in one of the 
groups sold at 14 cents a share.

About three thousand five hundred tons 
of ore a week are being shipped from 
here now. One of the two richest leases 
is said to be producing $2,000,000 worth 
of ore a month, and the other about 
$50.000 a day.

Be Wants Better Raltlroads. 


In habitations and general make-up 
and appearances, Goldfield is yet a mefe 
mushroom town. People would like to 
do some substantial building now that 
the town-has become a fixed spot on the 
map, but building material cannot be 
gotten in sufficient proportion to the de- 
mand to permit this for the present. 
Lumber has to give other supplies a 
chance to get in, too, and as everything 
comes over the inadequate Tonopah & 
Goldfield road, there is. always a scarc- 
ity in things all around. The road is 
said to have been built with old South- 
ern Pacific materials and equipped with 
cast-off Southern Pacific rolling stock. 
Many of the engines and cars have bro- 
ken down and are in the repair shops. 
Freight is stalled at several points 
along the line, and when lumber gets 
here it sells right off the cars at from 
$47.50 to $75 a thousand. The Clark 
road, which is coming from Las Vegas, 
will relieve this situation. 

Meanwhile buildings of every descrip- 
tion are being put up just as fast as 
lumber can be procured. Many are 
small affairs of one, two and three 
rooms, generally built by the men who 
are going to live in them. The bigger 
ones are built by carpenters at $6.50 per 
eight-hour day. The mile-and-a-half 
space between Goldfield and Columbia is 
being rapidly built up, so that in a few 
months they will be one town. There 
are hundreds of tents and ‘‘tent-cabins”’ 
which have floors and the lower part of 
the sides boarded. A 10x12 tert-cabin 
costs, ready-made, $75 or $100, and rents 
for $12 to $15 a month. A 12x12 cabin 
costs $160, and rents for $15 to $20. Most 
of the miners live in cabins of their 
own. A lot costs nothing, for most of 
them are simply “Jumped” and held by 
squatters’ title. At least a dozen stores 
are supposed to carry tents as part of 
their stock in trade, but they were all 
sold out several weeks ago and have 
been unable to get more. 


Town Has Some Churches. 


Goldfield’s public places consist of the 
postoffice, express office, railroad quar- 
tefs. some churches, a casino and lots 
of saloons with gambling annexes, and 
to these five hotels and rooming-houses 
are being added, at a cost of from $20,- 
000 to $50,000 each. A rooming-house is a

In the gambling an- 
nexes the gambling is wide open. 
“Craps” is the most popular game, and 
there is always a crowd around the ta- 
bles. Faro generally attracts a big 
crowd of spectators, and it is no,un- 
common thing to see $1000 on a tPbie, 
always in gold and silver. 

Goldfield drinks a good deal of beer, 
but that is natural. considering that wa- 
ter of a poor quality for anything but 
washing and laying the thick dust of 
its streets is the only kind to be had. It 
is pee from springs ten miles away 
of sold from wagons, A company is lay- 
ing a pipe line to Lida, 26 miles south, 
where there are springs of good water 
They say they will be able to sell it at 
such a price that it can be used for 
irrigating purposes.
